■ Of tlic totail number of registrants, 
218 applications were rcques-tcd for 
additional gasoline rationing, 'filiese 
forms arc to be handled through the 
local rationing boar<l at Libcrt>Tille. 

Only 160 stood pat on the basic ra- 
tion books whicii permit one unit of 
gasoline per week. 

Some delay was experienced by 
ithose -wlio had not filled out the appli- 
cation forms, or those who failed to 
bring their car registration: card. For 
those who came prepared, the line 
moved 'rapidly, assistant registrars 
said.

"H the bulk 
of parcels and greeting cards are held 
back until the usual lime— <thc period 
of about December IS to 23 — they 
simply cannot be distributed in time, 
and thousands of gifts will reacli their 
destinations after Christmas."

As /Springboard' for European Front; 
Hitler's Seizure of Southern France 
Thins Axis Forces for Russ Campaign

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HITLER: 
Seizes All France 

Military observers agreed that 
Hitler's seizure of unoccupied 
France meant a further lengthen- 
ing of his lines and a weakening of 
his forces. 

.The Fuehrer had no other choice 
than to try to close the "back door" 
to prospective Allied invasion by or- 
.dering his own legions southward to 
(fte Mediterranean and the Spanish 
1 frontier and those of his Italian 
"stooge*' northward to the Riviera. 
I Corsica, island birthplace of Na- 
Ipoleon, was likewise seized. 

But Hitler's move into southern 
Fronce meant that 20 to 30 Axis 
divisions would liave tied down in 
'"^^i occupation duties, thus weakening 
"fthe English channel invasion coast 
;t,and also his forces along the far- 
' flung Russian front where action 
was at a stalemate. He had like- 
wise enlarged the area where the 
; Nazis would be sabotaged as they 
; already have been elsewhere in oc- 
cupied Europe. 

Reports from Russia indicated the 
.Nazis had already begun to with- 
draw troops to build up their de- 
fenses elsewhere in Europe. These 
were further substantiated by word 
from Greece indicating the arrival 
of fresh German units at key sca- 
iport bases.

\ Channel Thrust? 

I From both sides of the Atlantic 
official optimism over the war's fu- 
ture outlook was expressed by lead-

cesses in North Africa. 

President Roosevelt predicted the 
Axis' inevitable defeat, and wel- 
comed the increasing number of 
Frenchmen who are joining the 
United Nations' cause, 
-y In London, Prime Minister Church- 
'-'^■WUfor the first time since the bleak 
days of 1040 told the British public 
to rejoice. Mr. Churchill pointed out 
that a direct thrust across the Eng- 
lish channel was coming in due time. 
He suggested that the day would be 
nearer as soon as it was evident 
that Germany was becoming "de- 
moralized." The prime minister 
said that the Allied drive in Africa 
had as Its primary objective the 
"exposure of the underbelly of the 
Axis, especially Italy, to heavy at- 
tacks." 

The extent of the armada that 

had carried American and British 

forces to the shores of North Africa 

was disclosed by Oliver Lyttleton, 

'British hilnister of production, who

BLITZ TIMETABLE: 
Beats Schedule 

Two immediate jobs had remained 
for Gen. Dwight D. ("Iron Mike") 
Eisenhower's American invasion 
forces after they had completed 
their spectacular blitzkrieg of 
French Morocco and Algeria in the 
record time of 77 hours. 

One job was to secure control of 
rectangular Tunisia, a French pro- 
tectorate jutting northward into the 
Mediterranean and offering via stra- 
tegic Bizerte an ideal stepping stone 
toward the Axis "soft spots" of It- 
aly and the Adriatic Balkans. 

The other job was to complete 
with their British Allies the nut- 
cracker drive into Libya to smash 
forever Marshal Rommel's all but 
extinguished Afrika Korps. 

The capture of Morocco and Al- 
geria had given the Americans con- 
trol of 1,300 miies of precious North 
African seacoast on the Atlantic 
ocean and the Mediterranean sea, 
including the key ports of Casa* 
blanca, Rabat, Oran and Algiers. 
Significantly, enough, it was Adm. 
Jean Darlan, French chief of all de- 
fense forces who had given the 
"cease-firing" order to the French 
North-African colonies. Darlan was 
now in a new role of collaboration- 
ist with the United Nations, after 
secret negotiations with American 
army officers. The welcome of the 
American forces by the French-Af- 
rican inhabitants had been warmed 
by the presence with them of heroic 
Gen. Henri Giraud, dramatically 
flown to Algeria from France after 
a secret rendezvous with British air- 
men. 

Neighboring Tunisia was of key 
importance not only because of its 
stratcfiic value for future offen- 
sives agninst Hitler-dominated Eu- 
rope, but because of the concentra- 
tion there of Axis air-borne troops 
and combat planes. Hitler had not 
intended to give up North Africa 
without a struggle. HIr hold upon 
it would not have been possible with- 
out Tunisia. Possession of the port 
of Bizerte, best equipped French 
Mediterranean naval base, by the 
United Nations would mean that the 
Allies would have relatively easy 
access to Sicily and the Italian main- 
land and an* effective springboard to 
nearby Tripoli, former "power- 
house" of Axis North African activi- 
ties. Success of the AEF operations 
prompted President Roosevelt to 
raise Gen. Mark Clark, second In 
command, to the rank of lieutenant 
general. 

ROMMEL: 

'Nutcracker Bait* 

Like a groggy prize-flghter back- 
pedaling before a luiockout punch, 
Marshal Rommel's shattered Afrika 
Korps had* scurried across Libya 
pursued by General Montgomery's 
conquering Eighth British army. 

The chase had been nip and tuck 
with Rommel trying to reach Trip- 
oli, his main base near Tunisia In 
an effort to use his remaining 
strength to make a stand. But Trip- 
oli meant no rest for Rommel, for 
oncoming American armies from 
Algeria In the west and Montgom- 
ery's battering ram from Egypt in 
the east would converge hi a mighty 
nut-cracker movement to annihilate 
Axis power in North Africa. 
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DRAFT: 

Inductions Soar 

Induction of 18 and 19-year-olds 
into the nation's armed forces by 
January 1, 1D43, appeared certain 
as the senate Anally approved leg- 
islation lowering the selective serv- 
ice induction . age. In order to fill 
military requirements up to the first 
of the year, local boards throughout 
the country indicated they would 
soon have to begin drafting child- 
less married men. 

Final impediment to the law's 
passage was hurdled when a group 
of senators decided not to press 
their attempt to require'a full year's 
training for all the 18 and 19-ycar- 
olds before they could be sent into 
combat service overseas. The house 
had previously approved a measure 
eliminating this feature. 

Meanwhile, selective service head- 
quarters disclosed that local boards 
had been advised that "increasing 
demands of the armed forces re- 
quire that a large number of men 
in essential activities who are lia- 
ble for service be released for in- 
duction." 

This meant that war plants would 
have to release key workers for the 
army and navy. 

RUSSIAN FRONT: 

Nazi Drives Stalled 

Communiques from Moscow took 
on an increasing note of optimism 
as the Russians maintained that the 
German offensive against the Red 
lines from the Baltic to the Black 
sea had been smashed for the year. 

Southeast of Nalchik where the 
German drive for the strategic 
Trans-Caucasian military highway 
had been stalled, the Russ defend- 
ers continued to repel attacks. Else- 
where in the Caucasus the Reds 
were holding the Nazis well in 
check. Soviet armies continued to 
keep a German force encircled in 
the mountainous vicinity of Tuapse, 
Black sea base, and thwarted every 
enemy attempt to break through. 

The defenders of Stalingrad con- 
tinued their heroic resistance. While 
small enemy detachments infiltrat- 
ed from the south these were thrown 
back. Meanwhile Soviet troops 
nortliwcst of the city continued to 
harass the Germans. 

SOUTH PACIFIC: 

MacAnhur Pincer 

Slam-bang warfare continued ii 
the air nnd on the ground in the 
South Pacific, with American anrl 
Australian forces pressing the Japs 
hard on New Guinea and at Guadal- 
canal In the Solomon Islands. 

General MacArthur's hcadquor 
ters reported that at Oivl on New

From Washington came a navy 
communique announcing the sinking 
of seven more Jap ships In the south- 
west Pacific by American subma- 
rines. 

U.S. ARMED FORCES: 
To Total 9J00fi00 

Armed forces for the United States 
totaling 9,700,000 by the end of 1943 
were envisioned by President Roose- 
velt. 

Mr. Roosevelt's estimates Includ- 
ed an army of 7,500,000, a navy of 
1,500,000 and marines and coast 
guard forces totaling 700,000. 

The bulk of future additions to the 
military forces will go to the army, 
whose present strength is 4,500,000, 
the President pointed out. The navy 
will be augmented by 500,000 and 
the marine corps and coast guard 
by 300,000 men during the next 12 
months. 

On the basis of calculations that 
it requires nine workers to support 
one fighting man In the field, the 
President's estimates would mean 
that a working force of 87,300,000 
men and women at home would be 
needed to back up the armed forces.
